Union, 26 penitentiaries, 300 jails, 
40 almahonses and hospitals 
the 


haunts of the vicious and the palaces 
of the refined to obtain data. 


Out of e^cry 300 men, we are told 


that 122 never drink ardent spirits 
at all ; and of 700 women 600 never 
taste alcoholics of any kind 
Of the 


178 men who drink, 78 do so to in- 
toxication. Of these 78 we are told 
that 3 are confirmed inebriates, 25 
are 
periodical drinkers, 50 are 


ephemeral drinkers. In other woids, 
1 oat of every i men in the country 
drinks to intoxication. As -n ould be 
naturally expected, the effect upon 
•women is more deleterious than 
upon men, fewer women drink, but 
those who do, go on the downward 
path far more swiftly than men. 
The statistics for the \vhole popula- 
tion of the country shons that nut 
of 5.000,000 there are 50,000 habitual 
drunkards; in <i nation of 40,000,000 
there are 400,000 habitnal drunkaras

when we are told that a i B y large 
proportion of the extessi\e clunkers 
oreofcnltnreand refinement — actors, 
lawyers, phjsicians, legislators and 
ministers of the Gospel
